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Citizens Debate Proposal 
For High Rise for Elderly

At a well-attended public hearing July 6, designed to elicit 
citizen response to the proposed senior citizens housing project on 
city-owned land behind Candy Cane Village, two main issues were 
focused upon. 

First, no one objected to the idea of building an apartment 
house for the elderly. However, some people did express the need 
for a study which would determine exactly how many people 
would want to live in such housing. A few also wondered about 
the effects upon the people involved and the community itseJi 
when one group is segregated or i solated away from the rest.- 

with the problems, the site has 
much to recommend it.” 

Nevertheless, councilman Richard 
Pilski felt he didn't have enough 
cost figures on such things as main- 
tenance, “We should have more 
than just the goals” of the project, 
he affirmed. 

Mayor Francis White asked 
about the feasibility of two 4-story 
buildings as opposed to one 7-story 
building. Cassels replied that the 
upkeep and maintenance on two 
buildings would be much greater 
than on one. 

APB Recommendations 
The council had previously re¬ 
ceived the recommendations of its 
Advisory Planning Board on the 
project. APB approved the site, 
stressing some conditions: 1) use 
of conditional zoning (that the 
land be used only for senior citi¬ 
zens housing), 2) city approval of 
building and site plans (including 
grading of the site and retention 
of foliage), 3) the structure not 
extend significantly above adjacent 
apartment structures. (It was 
brought out by some that the ty¬ 
pography of the land was such 
that the building would not be 
more than ten feet above the larg¬ 
est structure in Greenbelt. 

A letter from the Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. board of directors al¬ 
so recommended use the city- 
owned land for the project, con¬ 
curring with all the stipulations 
in the APB report. GHI added a 
further condition, if it was not 
inconsistent with appropriate law* 
and regulations. GHI recommend¬ 
ed that “because the city is being 
requested not only to furnish park¬ 
land but also to do so at a nominal 
rate, bona fide residents of Green¬ 
belt should have top priority for 
membership and there should be 
sufficient number of qualified resi¬ 
dents to constitute most of the 
membership.” 

Charles Wells, speaking from the 
floor, seemed to sum up many citi¬ 
zens’ views when he stated that 
“Greenbelt has always been con¬ 
cerned with its citizens.” Such a 
housing project, he felt, “would 
benefit the entire community” and 
“could become a center for (ser¬ 
vicing the needs) of hundreds of 
older persons.” 

Mrs. Menes Speaks 
State Legislator Pauline Menes 
also addressed the group. She not¬ 
ed that all of the citizens seem 
to want housing for the 'elderly 
while maintaining the integrity of 
the community. 

Having listened to several senior 
citizens comment on their lack of 
adequate public transportation to 
and from the Center and on their 
attempts to subsist on small fixed 
incomes, she suggested to council 
that it have a town coordinator for 
the senior citizens who would at¬ 
tempt to solve the existing prob¬ 
lems such as budgeting. She sug¬ 
gested that council might wish to 
purchase a bus to be driven by a 
senior citizen. She further sug¬ 
gested that council make a study 
to find out exactly who wanted to 
live in the proposed housing pro¬ 
ject, 

“As you go forward on the solu¬ 
tion to the housing problem, you 
should have the kind of statistics 
to solve other problems as well.” 
she concluded. 

Mayor White responded that the* 
city was aware of many the prob¬ 
lems Mrs. Menes spoke about, but 
perhaps had relied too heavily on 
the Golden Age Club to bring these 
problems before council. 

Councilman Edgar Smith made 
a motion to take the question un¬ 
der advisement until the next 
scheduled council meeting and to 
leave the record open for anyone 
who wished to submit a written 
statement on the subject. 
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RECOMMENDATION ON LOCATING 
PERIMETER RD. S00GHT FROM CITY

Scheduled for discussion at next week’s regular city council 
meeting on July 13 is the issue of which among three suggested 
routes for the section of the proposed perimeter road through 
parcels 1 and 2 the city recommends. The question was raised in 
a letter to the city manager by Roy F. Cowell, Chief of the 
Development Division of the Maryland-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission. ^ 


On a sketch map prepared by the 
MNCOPPC the road is shown in 
three different locations from the 
point at which it curves south to 
more or less parallel the Washing¬ 
ton-Baltimore Parkway until the 
three routes come together just 
north of the present access road to 
the landfill. The most westerly of 
the routes cuts almost straight 
south just beyond the present end 
of Plateau PI. The other two curve 
further to the east 

Since the undeveloped area west 
of the perimeter road will be zoned 
for townhouse development (R-T) 
and all land lying east will be 
zoned for single family residences, 
<the more westerly the route selec¬ 
ted the less will be the allowable 
density on the still undeveloped 
land. The range In number of 
units allowable on acreage zoned 
R-T, depending upon the location 
of the road site, would be from 152 
(for 15.2 acres) to 426 (for 42.6 
acres), according to Cowell’s pro¬ 
jection. The middle route would 
result in 245 units allowable, on an 
acreage of 24.5. 

On the (basis of density the most 

be deemed desirable. Furthermore, 
such a routing, which would be 
contiguous to the GHI property 
line would permit the corpora¬ 
tion, in Cowell’s words, “to some¬ 
what control points of access to 
and through their holdings, as 
wen as controlling the type of de¬ 
velopment on the periphery of 
their holdings.” However, city man¬ 
ager James K. Giese points out in 
a referral letter to Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board chairman John P. Bo- 
gumill that such a location could 
result in a “potential liability” to 
GHI for road construction. In ad¬ 
dition, it would bring the road to 
wuthin 120 feet of the nearest GHI 
residence. 

GHI Position 

The GHI board at its June 25 
meeting, as reported in last week’s 
News Review, voted in favor of 
a middle route, though somewhat 
altered from the MNCPPC projec¬ 
tion. According to the GHI recom¬ 
mendation, the middle route would 
swing west to (the GHI property 
line along the settled portion of 
Plateau PI, The board noted, how¬ 
ever, that if city council disapprov¬ 
ed of this variation, GHI would 
prefer the middle route as drawn 
on the MNCPPC map. This route, 
nevertheless, may pose problems,

As in previous 
episodes, a dam was placed across 
the feeder stream to trap oil and 
keep it out of the lake.

But the main questions raised 
were: 1) How desirable is it to 
construct housing for the elderly 
in a recreation area? and 2) Would 
the zoning change perpetrate addi¬ 
tional requests for high density 
zoning which the city council has 
consistently opposed in the past? 

James Cassels, president of the 
Senior Citizens Housing Coopera¬ 
tive, felt the noise factor from the 
pool and ballfields would be obvi¬ 
ated by sound construction and air- 
conditioning. Several senior citi¬ 
zens felt the location was ideal 
since it was close to nearly all the 
facilities they regularly use, such 
as doctors’ offices, pharmacy, su¬ 
permarket, Golden Age Club. 

The second main issue was per¬ 
haps the more serious. Would a 
7-story building lead to other high 
rises in the area? Councilman Rich¬ 
ard Pilski was the most skeptical 
in this regard. He felt that it was 
likely that the adjacent landowners 
might wish to tear down their 
aging buildings to put up high 
rises. 

Cassels replied that he doubted 
the adjacent landowners could put 
up high rises since they could not 
provide the necessary parking 
areas. Further, the district coun¬ 
cil has granted special zoning ex¬ 
ceptions when housing for the el¬ 
derly was planned which would 
not apply to other apartment own¬ 
ers. 

Richard Passwater accused coun¬ 
cil of maintaining a double stan¬ 
dard in seeming to approve of a 
7-story building in one area while 
disapproving of it an another. 

David Lange replied to this state¬ 
ment by noting that the senior citi¬ 
zens housing co-op was not com¬ 
parable to any other high rise. 
Little traffic would be generated, 
he said. No additional schools or 
playgrounds would be needed. And 
the co-op would be located next 
to the Greenbelt Plaza Apartments, 
which were already zoned R-10, 
the type of zoning the SCHC wish¬ 
es to obtain. 

Councilwoman Elizabeth Maffay 
expressed her fear that a “zoning 
exception could come back to 
haunt us.” But, she added, if it 
comes to having or not having 
such housing, she favored the pro¬ 
ject. 

Councilman Joel Katz stated that 
a program of this nature responds 
to a community’s needs. “Even

Fire Tip of the Month 

Captain K. Custer. Fire Marshal 
Greenbelt Fire Department 

Countless times each day people 
discard potential ignition sources 
into their trash containers and di¬ 
rectly expose the occupants to dan¬ 
ger from smoke and fire. 

Where can these ignition sourc¬ 
es come from? The most obvious, 
of course, is the discarded ciga¬ 
rette, cigar or pipe ashes. Anoth¬ 
er example would be the piece of 
burnt toast which has a small glow¬ 
ing ember deep inside when it is 
discarded. Cardboard, thick layers 
of newspaper, layers of cloth or 
cotton will behave in the same way. 
It is often impossible to be sure 
that articles such as these are com¬ 
pletely out even when they have 
been doused with water. 

In the summer, the high temper¬ 
atures often reached during the 
day can increase the chance of hav¬ 
ing a trash fire. Rags with paint, 
cleaning fluid, or furniture polish 
will decompose slowly, giving off 
heat in the process. 

Tips to avoid these types of fires 
are as follows: when an article 
has been involved in a fire, how¬ 
ever small, thoroughly soak the ma¬ 
terial and place it outride the,, 
house in a well ventilated area un¬ 
til it can be collected by the reg¬ 
ular trash collection. Ashtrays 
should never be emptied into the 
trash can until they are cold to 
the touch. If they must be remov¬ 
ed from the house, place the ashes 
in an old can until they are cold. 
Soiled and oily rags should be kept 
out of the regular trash and in a 
cool well ventilated area until the 
day they are to be collected
